LOS ANGELES — (AP)— 


Gordon Dean, top U. S. atom- 
ic official, said today the 
United States - has atomic 
weapons which can "cancel 
out" on the battlefield "any 
numerical advantage" of an 
enemy and that it need not 
hesitate or fear to use them. 


The Atomic Energy commission 


chairman presented this bold new 
picture of American atomic power 
in an address prepared for a found- 
er's day gathering at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California.

New, Promising Kind 


"It is but one kind of atomic 


warfare, and there is now a new, 
quite different kind, much more 
promising as a means of halting 
aggressors without the risk of de- 
stroyig large parts of the world 
m the process 


"Because of our great technolog- 


ical strides, we are now entering 
an era wnen tne quantities of 
atotmic weapons available to us 
«in oe so great, ana tne types so 
varied, that we may utilize them 
m many different ways hereto- 
fore not possible " 


Can Cancel Adiantage 


This country is no wat the point, 


he continued, where it is "able to 
bnng to bear on the aggressor 
himself—at the place of his ag- 
gression—the fruits of our tech- 
nological capabilities and to meel 
the invading force in the field with

That 
would mean that Hewitt, even if

said, "five minutes is the maximum 
time the brain can survive without 
damage He has not regained con- 
sciousness yet

dent of the University of Illinois 
in charge of its medical school and 
medical research facilities, made 


'i the prediction in an address to 


the National Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults. 


Dr. Ivy said medical research 


up until now has emphasized the 
saving of life. 


This research emphasis, he said 


"has been so successful that today 
the emphasis must be placed on 
the prevention of 'Crippling dis- 
eases in all age groups." 


In addition, he said, science has 


""i extended the life span so that by 


1980, 
one american in 10 will be 


over 65 years old. 


"Unless we can reduce crippling 


diseases in childhood, in adult- 
hood, and in the aged, and find 
productive work for the healthy 
person above 65 years of age, by 
the year 1980 20 per cent of our 
people will be working to sup- 
port the other 80 per cent," Dr. 
Ivy said.

Mrs. Louise McDonald Kelley, 


45, married to the 75 year old 
Kelley Sept. 11 in a rushed cere- 
mony, said through an attorney 
she may appeal the ruling to the 
state supreme court. 


Feeds Him Whisky 


Judge Kehoe called Mrs. Kelley 


"an unscrupulous divorcee, with 
bottles of wjiisky to 
feed 
him 


(Kelley) until he dies." 


The judge held that Kelley "by 


reason of*old age, loss, deteriora- 
tion and imperfection of mental 
faculties, and excessive drinking 
of alcoholic liquor over a period 
of many years, is mentally inn- 
competent to have tie charge and 
management of his personn and 
estate."

The judge said Mrs. Mc- 
Donald started to associate with 
Kelley early last spring and soon 
proposed that Kelley make a will, 
marry her and adopt her daugh- 
,er.

In 1944, with tires and gasoline rationed and low speed limits 
in force, the turnpike had its worst accident rate of all time 
in comparison to the volume of traffic.

Commission research disclosed that 5.5 of every 10,000 


commercial vehicles on the pike were involved in accidents, 
while only 2.6 of every 10,000 passenger cars had mishaps. 
Therefore, light trucks now have been ordered to operate 
under a 50-mile limit and further measures are under con- 
sideration. 


This is not to say that trucks are the cause of the shock- 


ing traffic tolL But it is to suggest that truck drivers are 
apparently somewhat less reliable than passenger-car driv- 
ers on the open road. Unquestionably, that factor is but one 
of many affecting the complex accident problem. 


The value of the Pennsylvania tests is in demonstrating 


that many traffic authorities vastly overplay the significance 
of speed in the accident picture. The turnpike evidence in-* 
dicates that fast driving is not the major cause of the trou- 
ble. Let's hope all highway officials pay heed to this record 
—compiled on the best proving ground available.

The use of the sulfa drugs and 


penicillin and its relatives seems 
to have cut down enormously on 
the number of people afflicted 
with chronic discharges from the 
ear. This, in turn, has greatly 
reduced the numbers of those with 
severe infections of the mastoid 
process just in back of the ear. 
This is progress indeed, as many 
oi those now in their middle or 
later years can readily testify. 


There are still a few, however, 


who develop a chronic discharge 
from the ear and have trouble 
getting rid of it. 


The usual cause of running ears 


is a chronic infection in the middle 
ear, which is a small cavity lying 
back of the drum membrane, and 
connected with the nose by a 
tube.

With an intection in the nose. | 


sach as a severe cold, the germs i 
pass up this tube, called the eu- 
stachian tube, into the middle 
ear. The eustacMan tube is likely 
to be blocked up, pus forms in 
the middle ear under pressure 
and the drum membrane is broken, 
so that the pus is discharged into 
the outer part of the ear. 


It the secretions become stag- 


nant, there may be an unpleasant 
odor to the discharge. If drainage 
is interfered with while infection 
is still present, pain may spread 
to the surrounding tissues, and 
fever may also be present. 


People whohave this chronic in- 


fection are particularly susceptible 
to complications from colds. Too 
often the hearing becomes some- 


the nose with locally applied ra- 
dium may be helpful, especially to 
children. 


Great improvements in surgical 


methods have taken place which 
make it possible to get at the 
source of the 
infection. Those 


patients who cannot be cured by 
other means may be relieved by 
a delicate operation, But the most 
important aspect of the problem is 
the prompt treatment of acute 
middle ear infections by penicillin 
or the sulfas so that the chronic 
condition is prevented.

Illini Favored 


The Illini, off their -27-13 vic- 


tory over strong UCLA last Sat-

Wiscon- 
sin showed surprisingly little in 
beating Marquette, the Milwaukee 
school it lias been drubbing an- 
nually, 22-6. 


Eliot apparently has come up
